Two outstanding features of the 
vital statistics of the city of Rich- 
Qiond in the annual report of Health. 
Commissioner Dr, Charles. B.~ Blake, 
M. D.,"tiade available yesterday” ai- 
terngon ,reveal a very high birth 
rate—exceeded by yery few cities in 
the country and a very low vien| 


‘Yate. With deaths of only fourteen 
children under 
a population of over 22,000, Dr. 
Blake considers, it “Shows what a 
wonderfully healthy city we have 
for , babies.” 

In the course of his general. re- 
Marks on the work of his depart- 
ment for the year, Dr. Blake says: 

“The past year has shown a very 
high birth rate, there beng 425 
births registered against 339 for the 
previous year, a gain of 86, which 
gives us a birth rate of 19.5 per 1000. 
This rate is exceeded by very few 
cities of the country. 

“The death rate for the past year: 
was very low. There were 169 deaths 
recorded’ the past year against. 192 
for the previous year, or 23. leSs, 
whieh gives us the low rate of 7.68 
per 1000. The actual resident deaths 
number 144, or a raté jof 6.54 per 
1000, ; 

“Heart diseas, and PneuMon'a 
were the causes of the majority of 
deaths. Most deaths octurred between 
the ages -of 40 and 79—99 .deaths 
being over 40 years of age and only 
45 under that age. Our best record 
is that of infant..mortality. Only 
fourteen children. died winder one 
year ‘of age in a population over 
22,000. This shows what a wonder- 
fully healthy city we have for ba- 
bies, 

“In spite of our good record of 


—— 


births and deaths, ‘we.have had more}. 


contagious diseases to fight the past 
winter than at any time since the 
‘neorporation of Richmond. Most 
cases were very light and have not 
been the cause of any deaths, with 
the exception of diphtheria, which 
claimed ‘three. The epidemic of diph- 
theria, scarlet fever ‘and smallpox 
seems now to be under control, and 
we accomplished this without clos- 
ing the schools or causing’ any great 
confmotion: Very few people know 
of the large number of contagious 
,diseases we ‘have just had—78 -cases 
of smallpox, 58 cases of diphther’a 
and 37 cases of scarlet fever.
